1. Introductory ; 

The Univcrsitj was financed during 1982-83 mainly by the University Grants Commission. It also received 
Rs.233'38 lakhs from the Government of India and the University Grants commission for implementation of 
various schemes. A grant of Rs. 2 •_62 lakhs was also received from the Government of Uttar Pradesh. Revenue 
receipts from permanent endowments and other investments, buildings and land, medical college, hospital, receipts 
realised from students totalled Rs. 100 '30 lakhs in 1982-83. A broad analysis of the receipts and payments lot 
1982-83 with corresponding figures of 1981-82 is given below ;—■

2. Utilisation of Grants : 

Out of grants received for various plan schemes from the Government of India, the University Grants Com¬ 
mission and others the University had an unutilised balance of Rs. 98 -23 lakhs as on 31st March 1983 in respect 
of 586 schemes and had incurred an expenditure of Rs. 76 -92 lakhs in excess of grants received in respect of othej- 
293 schemes. 

The grants released by the University Grants Commission and other agencies, if not utilised within the pres¬ 
cribed period were to be refunded. Though the ‘period prescribed for utilisation of the grants had expired on 31st 
March 1983 or earlier, no amount was refunded so far’ (July 1983). 

The University stated (August 1983) that the expenditure in excess of grants was incurred to avoid disruption 
in the smooth implementation of the schemes and that the unutilised balances would be utilised in subsequent years 
after obtaining extension of time. It was also stated that unutihsed grants of earlier years had already been reported 
to the University Grants Commission for adjustment during subsequent year but no adjustment had so far (July 
1983) been made by them. 

3. Reconciliation with Bank : 

As on 31st March 1983 there was a ditference of Rs. 42 T8 lakhs between the cash balance as per books of 
the University and that of the banks. Reconciliation of the difference showed that credits and debits aggre¬ 
gating Rs. 101 -64 lakhs and 150 -21 lakhs accounted for in the books of the university had not appeared in the books 
of the banks. An year-wise analysis, thereof, is given below ;

University stated that the difference was reduced to the extent of Rs. 7 -57 lakhs (August 1983) and all efforts 
were being t^cn to reconcile the residual differences (Sept. 1983). 

4. Un-adjusted advances : 

Advances aggregating Rs, 186 *68 lakhs paid in 3,938 cases to various departments and offices of the Univer¬ 
sity for purchases, contingencies, personal advances, etc., between 1961-62 and 1982-83 were awaiting adjustment 
(July 1983). Out of these 1,681 advances (Rs. 35-74 lakhs) were more than five years old, 1,005 ad^vances (Rs. 
54 -43 lakhs) three to five years old, 532 advances (Rs. 37 -84 lakhs) one to two years old and 720 advancc.s (Rs. 58 -67 
lakh) less than one year old. As already commented upon in paragraph 5 (a) of the Audit P,eport for 1981-82 the 
advances were being booked direct to final heads of accounts as expenditure instead of as advances to respective par¬ 
ties pending adjustments/supplies received. 

Effective steps need to be taken for clearance of advances particularly old ones lest sums become irrecoverable, 
due to non availability of relevant records etc., and other reasons on account of passage of time. 
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University stated that departments were being approached at the level of Vice-Chancellor to clear the pending 
advances (Sept. 1983). 

5. Idle investments : 

(a) A gas plant for the use of Jawaharlal Nehru Medical College of the University installed at a cost of Rs* 
6 -00 lakhs in 1976-77 was not commissioned and left unutilised as the plant was big and the requirement 
of the medical college were being met from a mini-plant already with them. In April 1980 it was decided that the 
gas of the plant could be shared by medical college, hospital and the department of Chemistry. Accordingly a sunr 
of Rs. 0 -65 lakhs out of maintenance grant was sanctioned (August 1980) for replacement of the missing parts of 
the plant and commissioning the plant. The repair work was completed in 1982-83 after incurring an expenditure 
of Rs. 0 -71 lakh. An additional expenditure of Rs. 0 -26 lakh was also incurred on water supply, electric fittings 
and repairs to gas plant buildings. 

The gas plant had not yet (July 1983) been commissioned and also not taken over by the medical college and 
expenditure of Rs. 6 '97 lakhs incurred on installing, and repairing of the plant was yet to yield results. 

University stated (September 1983) that keeping in view future expansion of medical college & hospital, 
it was anticipated that the plant would be utilised fully. 

(b) The proposal (March 1964) of the University for a sewerage and sewage disposal scheme in the Univer¬ 
sity was accepted by the University Grants Commission. The Execution of the scheme was entrusted to Local 
Self Government Department in the year 1966 (now U.P. Jal Nigam) by the University without entering into any 
agreement with them. The estimate of expenditure of Rs. 28 -07 lakhs submitted (1966-67) by the L.S. G, E. D. 
was also approved (November 1967) by the University Grants Commission. It was also estimated that the scheme 
would yield a recurring revenue of Rs. 0 '92 lakh per annum by 1971 (beginning of the design period) from sewage 
form and sludge rnanure. 

While the execution of the scheme was m progress the estimate was revised twice, the last being in 1970-71 
for Rs. 30 ‘56 lakhs. The increase in the expenditure was reportedly attributed to inclusion of some new items of 
work in the estimate. Later on, the work relating to connecting the sewers with thi- houses was also entrusted to the 
Local Self Government Engineering Department for an estimated expenditure of Rs- 4 -72 lakhs, on the consent of 
University Engineer. The reason advanced was that they were specialised agency of U. P. Govt. The University 
did not exercise any control and supervision over execution of work and entire amount as per the estimate was paid 
to the Local Self Government Engincering’Departraent from time to time as and when demanded by them without 
assessing the quantity and quality of work done. 

Though the Local Self Government Engineering Department (Now Jal Nigam) informed the University that 
phase 1 of the work was completed and phase 11 was nearing completion and usked them to get ready for .taking 
charge of the scheme, only few portion.s of the scheme were handed over (in between October 1976 and November 
1979). .The major portion alongwith sewage treatment plant and raising mains was yet (July 1983) to be handed 
over. The portions handed over were also found unsatisfactory and the University was spending about Rs. 1 -50 
lakhs annually on their maintenance. The University staff were reported to be in touch with Local Self Govern¬ 
ment Engineering Department for rectification of defects as would appear from Vice Chancellor’s letter dated 20th 
March 1980 to Managing Director Jal Nigam, U.P., but no improvement was effected. In June 1982 the Univer¬ 
sity reported to the Jal Nigam that the defective execution of the scheme had rendered its operation and maintenance 
almost impossible. 

After incurring an expenditure of Rs. 38 -6 lakhs on the scheme, the University was not fuUy benefitted by the 
scheme. A part from non-receipt of revenue as envisaged in the scheme, the University had incurred expenditure 
@ Rs. 1 -5 lakhs per year on the maintenance of the partly completed work, to date. 

6. Plastic Burn, Hand and Facio, Maxillary Unit: 

The University Grants Commission sanctioned the creation of the above named unit in the Department of 
surgery in July, 1977. The purpose of the unit was to train and teach the under graduate and post graduate medical 
students in plastic and reconstructive work. Another more important purpose of the scheme was to prepare candi¬ 
dates for an academic course leading to the post graduated egree of M.Ch. (Master of Cberidpadiiogy). The 
details about the posts created and the dates of appointments are given below ;—

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Duiing the year 1977-78 itself a sum of Rs. 1 *18 lakh was spent on books, equipment and furniture against 
the sanction of Rs. 1 -40 lakhs for the purpose. The Executive Council of the University at its meeting held on 12th 
July 1980 approved the academic course of M.C.H. as a speciality in plastic. Burn, Hand and Facio-MaxilJary sur- 
geiy. The resolution, however, could not be given effect to so far (July, 1983) as the necessary condition of esta¬ 
blishing a hospital of at least 30 beds for the purpose as laid down by the Indian Medical Council had not been ful¬ 
filled- Ifence the Unit was not started. 

The services of the staff specifically appointed for this Unit (expenditure on pay and allowances incurred from 
1979-80 to 1982-83 was Rs. 3 -58 lakhs) were being utilised on the beds marked by General Surgery and a small room 
had been provided to bhem for conducting O.P.D. The books, furniture and equipment purchased for Rs. 118 
lakhs had been stocked in other room which was serving as seminar-cum-library room. 

The entire expenditure of Rs. 4 "76 lakhs meant for establishment of a post graduate speciality course, cum 
treatment centre was thus utilised only for out patient department consultancy in Plastic Surgery of Burn, Hand & 
Fado-Maxillary. 

7. Non'fealisatiOD of X-Ray fee : 

As per minutes of the meeting 31st March 1981 of the consultative committee of the Universty, free X-Ray 
service was provided to indoor patients for University students and employees and poor indoor patients only. No 
such facility was provided to outdoor patients and other indoor patients. Accordingly a fee of Rs. 20/- was pres¬ 
cribed for each X-ray case vide University circular No. 3991/JNMCH dt. 29-9-81, 

Durig 1982-83 the department of Radiology of Jawahar Lai Nehru Medical College of the University had 
rendered X-rays on 7172 outdoor and 6572 indoor patients. Fee aggregating Rs. 1 -43 lakhs was recoverable from 
7172 outdoor patients but no fee was recovered. Out of 6572 cases of indoor patients fee was charged only in res¬ 
pect of 71 cases. The categories of other 6501 indoor patients could not be ascertained for want of relevant details 

in the records. 

University stated (September, 1983) that consultative committee has had no locus standi in the administration 
of hospital, nor it had any legal authority. , 

It also stated that free X-rays were done on critically ill patients and 7172 cases of free X-rays in a year were not 
on higher side keeping in view size of hospital and status of patients coming for treatment. 

Since no subsequent regulations to the recommendations of consultative committee approving the past 
practice, as endorsed by the previous Vice-Chancellor, relaxing the use of free X-ray for out patient department 
cases were made, the reply of the University is not tenable. 


8. Irregularities in purchases : 

(a) Quotations for the supply of 1200 pairs of shoes for class IV employees were called for in August 1982 
which were responded to by M/s Tannery Foot Wear Corporation, Kanpur for Rs, 71 *28 (net) per pair and M/s. 
Bhartiya Charmodyog Sangh, Agra for Rs. 44/- per pair as per their quotations dated 28th August 1982 and 26th 
August 1982 respectively. In addition M/s. James Foot Wear Co., Agra also submitted their samples and rate at 
Rs. 64-15 (net) per pair on 21st September 1982 personally. This was approved by the Liveries Committee on Oct. 
1982. The supplies were made in Dec. 1982 and Jan. 1983 for a total sum of Rs. 0 -77 lakh. 

The lowest quotation of M/s Bhartiya Charmodyog Sangh, Agra which is a Government of India Undertaking 
managed by Director, Leather Khadi and Village Industries (Govt, of India) was not considered for the sole reason 
that they did not send their samples with the quotation. The Bhartiya Charmodyog Sangh had, however, mentioned 
in their quotation that inspection, if desired, could be conducted at their premises at Agra, a place hardly 130 Kms,, 
away from Aligarh. An inspection of the samples was neither carried out on the spot nor the firm pursuaded to 
make their samples available at Aligarh- 

In keeping conformity with the policy of Government of India to patronise the goods of Khadi Village Indus¬ 
tries, supply order should have been placed on this firm which could have also saved the extra expenditutre of Rs. 
0 -24 lakh. 

(b) An order for 1900 pairs of sandlcs (male) at Rs. 48-90 plus saies tax 8 percent (Rs. 52'81 per pair approxi¬ 
mately) was placed with M/s Tannery Foot Wear Corporation, Kanpur on 28th April 1982. The value of the order 
was Rs. 1,00,342 -80 which included sales tax amounting to Rs. 7,432 -80. M/s Bhartiya Charmodyog Sangh, Agra 
offered to supply the sandle at 33/- pair less one percent cash discount which was rejected without recording any 
reasons. Non-acceptance of lowest rates resulted in an extra expenditure of Rs. 0 -38 lakh. The University stated 
(August 1983) that the liveries committee would be apprised of these observations and requested to have conside¬ 
ration of lowest rates also and particularly in the case of Government Undertakings while selecting the livery items 
in future. 
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9 , Home Building Loans : 

(A) During the year 1979-80 the University Grants Commission formulated a scheme to create a Revolving 
Fund for payment of House Building loans to the University employees on the terms and conditions as laid down 
by Government of India from time to time. Out of Rs. 38 00 lakhs received on this account from the University 
Grants Commission between 1979-80 and 1982-83 a sum of Rs. 15 -65 lakhs only was paid as loans during the period 
ending 15th October 1983. 

. (B) Properties raised/acquired by two loanees out of House Building loans (Rs. 2 -40 lakhs received by 

IZlotinees between 1971-72 and 1981-82 had only been mortgaged in fever of University (October 1983). Also 
mortgage deeds, wherever entered into, were not registered with the Registration Department and a system of its 
replacement by equitable mortgage by deposits of title deeds was introduced from 1982. 

(C) The amount outstanding in the account of the loanees at the end of each year were (October 1983) to 
bd worked out since 1973-74 for want of reconciliation of credits posted therein which was stated to be in progress 
The work of reconciliation of broadsheet was also reported to be in hand (October 1983). 

ID. Unfimltftil Expenditure : 

(A) A research project entitled ‘Electro-chemical study in Mathanol’ in the Department of Chemistry was 
approved by U.G.C. in March 1979 and the project .started functioning in July, 1979. On the basis of the Moni- 
Endings the U.G.C. declared in Nov., 1982 that the progress of the project was not satisfactory. 

Originally the project was sanctioned for 3 years i.c„ from 4th July .1979 to 3rd July 1982. This was, however, 
eAj^ndcd by a 6 months i.e., upto 3rd January 1983. But the same could not be completed before the extended 
time. The investigator asked for further extension but the University Grants Commission in their letter dated 6th 
M^tch 1983 terminated the scheme w.e.f. 3rd January 1983 without granting any extension. A sum of Rs. 0 -26 
lakh was spent on only portion of the project on account of fellowship and contingency. Thus the total objectives 
of ^chemo could not be realised reportedly on account of late receipt of grant and insufficient provision of technical 
haOds. 

41. Physl<^ Verification : 

According to present procedure the physical verification of university property was to be conducted atleast 
once every year by the respective departments and offices of the University as per Executive Council’s Resolution 
No. 53 of December 1966. Such verification for 1981-82 was, however conducted by 37 departments/offices of,the 
University out of 134 departments. During 1982-83 the physical verification of University furniture and equip¬ 
ment was conducted by a special squad of Internal Audit Wing and the value of shortages, losses etc. pointed out by 
them in respect of 28 departments had been communicated to respective departments. Action for recovery & write 
off were awaited (October 1983). 

Physical verification of books of Maulana Azad Library pending since 1971-72 could be conducted only in 
1982-83 in which 2053 books were found missing. 1000 such books were found received back in 1983-84. Rest were 
BtiU untraceable. 

IZ. PobitB of Other Interest: 

Ii^ tlie department of chemistry various chemicals were purchased during 1982-83 for consumption in labs 
without assessing the actual requirements. Test Check revealed that in the case of 33 chemicals even the opening 
balances ouried forward from the past year were not consumed in full during the year and yet, fresh purchases to 
the extent Rs. 38,395/- were made. This resulted into over stocking of consumable stock.
